WENT AGAINST SMITH. 


.IR 8 T STAGE OE TH E INDIANA LIEU­ 
TENANT GOVERNOR CASE. 


The J ndgn D ecide« Tlm t H r B u N othing 
to D o w ith th© C» » e ui P resen ted —Th© 
M atter To It© liushod T hrough th e Su­ 
prem e C ourt—No C ontest In th© L egis­ 
lature Probable. 


In d ian ap o lis, Dot, 14.— Judge Ayres an 
nounced bis decision Monday in the lieuten­ 
ant governor case. 
Injunction proceedings 
were brought by Senator Smith, acting lieu­ 
tenant governor, to prevent the secretary of 
state from delivering to the speak er of the 
house the ballots recently cast for lieutenant 
governor, contending that be (Smith) oc­ 
cupied that position, and that Robertson’s 
(Republican) election 
in 
November was 
illegal. 
The decision is upon the demurrer 
to the complaint, which alleges want of juris­ 
diction and insufficiency of facts. 
The court 
in its ruling does not attempt to pass upon all 
the law q uestions involved, but says: “The 
record which most strongly presents itself to 
my mind is that a court of eq uity will hot in 
an injunction proceoding try to determine a 
q uestion which involves the right or title to 
an office. 
The decisions on this q uestion are 
numerous and uniform, and I don’t under­ 
stand that the counsel for the plaintiff deny 
this proposition, but they claim this is not a 
proceeding to try or determine» the title to an 
office.” 
Continuing, the court says that the object 
of the injunction is to prevent the general 
assembly from ascertaining who has re­ 
ceived the highest number of votes for lieu­ 
tenant governor, and from declaring tho 
said person elected, the ultimate object being 
that the complainant shall himself Iwcom© 
lieutenant governor. 
“Thus,” he adds, “ it 
issou 'ht to have the q uestion of the title to 
office determined in collateral proceedings, 
and in one to w hich th^party who is to bo 
denied tho office is not a party. 
The reasons 
why this will never l>o done are strongly 
stated in tho old case of tho People vs. For- 
ouer. 
(iiru.se, 104)” Tho court briefly cites 
me facts in this case, which involved a con­ 
troversy as to the governorship of Illinois, 
mandamus 
proceedings 
being 
brought 
against the secretary of state. 
The court re­ 
fused to dccido this case, saying: 
“ It is a 
principle of common law', common justice, 
and common sense that no person shall bo 
condemned without being heard, and that no 
liorson can bo deprived by courts of justice 
of even ©dollar’* worth of property without 
iirst having been summoned to show cause 
against it. It must bo k ept in 
1 ind that 
when this court is called upon to dccido who 
is governor, tho q uestion is no longer be­ 
tween the elector and tho socrotary of state, 
but between Hubbard and Cole, the rival 
candidates, neither of whom are parties to 
this controversy, conseq uently neither of 
them ought to bo alloc tod by the discussion 
in this case.” 
The court said it had given the main q ues­ 
tion whether a lieutenant governor could 
legally be elected at the last election some 
consideration, but viewing the case 
a s indi­ 
cated he thought it best not to present un 
opinion. 
But one of Smith’s attorneys was present, 
and he would not stito what further action 
would bo tak en. 
It is k nown, however,that 
an appeal will bo made at once to the su­ 
premo court, where it will probably be ad­ 
vanced on tho dock et, so that an ultimate de­ 
cision may be obtained before the meot.ug 
of the legislature. 
In legal circles there is a very strongly de­ 
fined opinion that the courts have no i ight to 
decide such contests a:; are now [lending. 
Should the decision of Monday bo affirmed, 
Mr. Smith w ill still lrnvo recourse in regular 
contest proceedings before the legislature, a 
committee of seven from each home being 
appointed to try the contest m provided in 
I he j-tatute of 1SS1. 
It is probable, however, 
that tho contest will bo carried no further 
than tho supreme court. 
At a conference of 
leading I Kuuoerats several week s ago it was 
agreed that the party could not afford to 
mak e a tight over the lieutenant governor­ 
ship as a political measure, but that tho best 
thing to be done was to try to get a decision 
on the merits of tho case from the courts 
prior to the mooting of tho general assem­ 
bly •

dentials of Senator Edmunds for tho six 
year» commencing in March next were pre­ 
sented in the senate Monday and filed. 
A 
number of bills and resolutions were intro- 
du od, among them the following: Provid­ 
ing a new basis for the circulation of na­ 
tional bank s; authorizing bank s to issuo cir­ 
culation hi the full erf the bonds depos­ 
ited with the United States; a joint resolu­ 
tion authorizing the secretary of the interior 
to certify lands for agricultural purposes in 
Kansas; resolution providing for an inq uiry 
by the finance committee into some plan for 
the maintenance of 
the national bank s. 
Tho electoral count bill was received from 
the house, laid on the table and ordered 
printed. 
The Morrill resolution declaring a 
revision of the tariff inexpedient at this time 
w hs tak en up and Dawes argued that all raw 
materials not produced in this country should 
Isi placed on the froe list. 
Ho characterized 
the views of tho secretary of the treasury, 
however, as wild, wanton and brutal. 
Mc­ 
Pherson favored an immediate revision and 
opposed froe sugar. After an attem pt by 
Morrill to have the resolution referred to the 
finance committee, which was opposed by 
Beck , who wanted an opportunity to debate 
the q uestion, the resolution wont over and 
tho bill repealing the tenure of office act was 
tuk en up, pending consideration of which a 
message from the house announced the death 
of Representative Dowdney of Now York , 
and the senate adjourned as a mark of re- 
sjieot. 
The coll of states in tho house brought out, 
among other matters, tho following proposed 
business: Bill prohibiting funeral commit­ 
tees, and draping of public buildings except 
by on lor of the president; bill allowing clerk s 
to all senators and representatives; resolution 
(by Lawler) declaring that there were 5 ,000,- 
000 idle men in this country and that the 
surplus In the treasury should be used in 
building fortifications on tho lak es and sea 
coast« ;
